Mi) bee, 
On the 4th of November, 1867, a — Wtebestod in the Sunday 
‘Schools of the Saints was held at the Thirteenth Ward Assembly: Hall, Salt 
Lake City, for the purpose of organizing a Sunday School Union This was 
the first meeting held for that purpose, There not being so many present as 
was anticipated, the meeting adjourned until the 11th of thet month at the 
game place. On this latter occasion-there was a large attendance; amongst 
those present were Presidents Brigham Young and Daniel H. Wella, no 
Apostles George A. Smith, Wilford Woodruff, Geo Q. Gannon and Brigham 
Young, jun... At this meeting the first steps were taken towards a permanent 
organization, and Elder Gea. Q Cannon was elected President, with a Se- 
retary and two, Corresponding Secretaries... A committee oi three were 
appointed to examine and decide, upon books suitable for une in our 
‘Schools, During the meeting President Brigham Young spoke at consitlerable 
reer instructing those present on various points connected, with, the Sua- 
Sobool tides Ges. and, the canse; of education iin, He was 
lowed by El Geo. A. Smith, and Geo. Q. Cangon. The, latter. statad 
that Elder David 0. ‘Calder, volunteered to teach the. tonie 
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system of music to the Sunday School teachers, as soon as a sufficient num- 
ber came forward to form a class, but no permanent results followed this 
gentleman’s generous proposition. 

It was not until 1872 that the Sunday School Union assumed a more com- 
pact and definite shape. At that time a committee, appointed at a meeting 
of Sunday Schoul officers, and composed of Brothers. Geo. Goddard, John 
Morgan and John B. Maiben, waited upon Elder Geo. Q. Cannon, and in- 
vited his counsel und co-operation in briuging about a wider concert of action 
to give greater impetus and solidity to the efforts of the Union, The result 
of this visit was that from that time the efforts and labors of the Union 
assumed a more practical shape, and thereafter the monthly meetings of the 
teachers and superintendents were held in Salt Lake City with great regular- 
ity; at first in the City Hall, then in the 14th Ward Assembly Rooms, after- 

=“ wards in the Council House, and latterly in the new Assembly Hall. These 

—fnbetings have continued to grow in proportions and :intérest until at the 
present time they are amongst the most popular and the most largely 
attended of any of the assemblies of the people of Zion; and this worthy 
“example set in the chief city of the Saints ® has been nee in several 
other districts throughout the Territory. 

In reading the minutes of the early — ll of the Union, isis ee 
interesting to note that the same subjects that are still considered amongst 

important were then tafivasbed with Vigor, did‘ thut the in- 
structions given were, to a very great extént, the same, slightly differing ac- 
cording to altered circumstances, as those that it is still found necessary to 
inculcate. The siibjects of punctuality, the grading of the schools, prizes, 
rewafds; the necessity of reiders adjusted to the use of the Sabbath Schools 

‘oof the Saints; of a cdllection of bymas and songs composed by members of 
the Church, with suitable music; of a primary catechism, and the publica- 

tion of other suitable works, —all these and many öther subjects that om 

„have to be considered, are to be found amongst the teachings of thd gelle 
guperiotendency and others of the brethren from ‘the time that these incet- 

Weve first held. These ‘instructions havé not been ih ‘vain: Notſonly 
tis. thé Union incteased in tramber, Year by year, but in Compattnéss also, 
eandta Greater ũũ ĩforniit has been reached in the methods of teaching and in 
modes of conducting the schools.

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President Brigham Young, was found the means by which the good influence 
of the Union could be extended to the most distant schools, through tlie 
presiding officers of those various Stakes, and Stake Superintendents of Sun- 
day Schools are now almost invariably appointed when the organization of'a 
Stake is perfected; so that to-day, in every Stake of Zion, as there is a Stake 
President, there is also n Stake Superintendent of Sunday Schoole, subject 
to the local Presiding Priesthood, with assistant officers to look after ‘and care 
for the Sunday School interests in that region. 

In the year 1877 a new feature of much importance was introduced, by the 
direction of the First Presidency of the Church, into the services of the Sun- 
day Schools, We refer to the administration of the Sacrament of the Lord's 
Supper to the children attending them, which was directed should be done 
by the Bishwps or by some member of the Priesthood of the Wurd appointed 
‘by him, and administered to all the children under eight years old, and to all 
those above that age who had been baptized into the Chureh. The effects of 
‘this counsel, where carried out in the spirit of the instructions given, have 
been marked for good. A better understanding of the diviue mission of our 
‘Lord and Savior Jesus Christ, and of His atonement for the sins of the 
‘world, has been given to our childrev, and they are constantly reminded by 
partuking of these emblems, together with suitable hymns sung, and in- 
structions given by the teachers at these times, of the necessity of honoring 
‘their Savior, of reverencing His name and ubeying His laws. 

Nor in. our review of what the Union has accomplished must we forget 
the impetus it has given to the development of musical talent in the midst 
of the Saints. We feel satisfied we can say without undue vanity, that no 
single agency hus done so much in this direction as has it, and thé results are 
‘eminently satisfactory, showing that, as a people, we have many among us 
‘whose con positions are worthy: of high praise, with a constantly developing 
‘standard of excellence.. The means adopted by the Union to accomplish 
this have been: various amongst others, the constant inculcation of ‘the 
mecessity of good singing in the Sunday Schools, by the whole of the children 
‘and teucliers; the establishment of the Deseret Sunday School Musical 
Union, and the organization of the Union's Brass Band; the holding, | fur 
many years; commencing with 1874, of annual musical festivals: in the large 
‘Tabernacle in Silt Lake City, an example which has been followed in many 
of our larger settlenients; the awarding of between $200 and $300 as prizes 
for the best original uten compositions aud poetry; the issuance of scores 
of thousands uf musical cards; and later, of a Union Music Book, which bas 
‘now reached u second edition, and the publication in the Juvenile Inatruetor | 
of hundreds of pieces of original music. Nor in this connection must we 
‘omit to reſer to the value that the Juvenile Instructor has been in siding ih 
the great Sunday School work. Its advent in January, 1866, antedated the 
organizatio: of the Union, and from its commencement it has been our con- 
tant friend and guide. The publication in its columns of eatechisms on the 
Bible, Book of: Mormon, Church History, etc., ite müsieal pages, its editorial 
teachings, and many other of its features, have rendered it a nocessity in 
our Sunday Schools, Whose influence can scarcely be overestimated, and 
whose loss would be regarded as a calamity by most — school eats 
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Its value lies distinctly in the fact that 8 its pages uuity and harmo 
of action ean be brought about throughout all our -schoolay, and the instruo- 
of the general officers can: reach the remotest settlements. where other- 
wise, through lack of personal visits, they would often be ut a loss ty keep 
step with the rest of the Union consummation most desirable, and nam 
attained to a most commendable extent.

It was my intention to 
have prepared and sent for publication in the SLAR a brief noeount of my 
labors in the London Conference before leaving England, but ‘aw 1 continued 
my labors up to within. four days of my Ae, for tele * 
unable to settle down to it. 

Since my arrival at home, my “attention. bas — ‘with, matters 
and things which had become somewhat disarranged during my absenee. 

cE was called at the October Cunference, in 1882, to fill & mission to Great 
Brit in, in pursuance of which I left my home, in Ogden City, Oct. 17, 1882, 
and after a pleasant and prosperous journey over land and across tho sea, 1 
arrived in Liverpool, November tlie 3rd, where I was appointed to labor in 
the London Conference, for which place I started the same day. The next 
day I reported myself to President Joseph A. West, who allowed me to use 
what time was necessary to visit and converse with my relatives before enter- 
ing fully upon the labors and duties of my mission. I found: then all pleased 
to see me, but I did not ‘succeed as I had hoped to, in convincing them of the 
truths uf the Gospel as revealed through tho Prophet J dseph Smith; still in a 
all of our associations they treated me ‘with’ kindness and ebubiderätion. 
With my wile’s relatives, however, I succeeded somewhat better, far under 
the blessing of God I was enabled, in the course of a few baptize 
five of them, one of whom accompanied me on my return home. At the end 
of four weeks I had got through visiting, and then reported myself ready for 
duty. President West assigned me to tlie Kent and Esser Distriet where I
